BAKERSFIELD, Calif. — 


(AP)—A major earthquake 
jarred this city Friday, kill- 
ing two persons, injuring 32 
and shattering buildings. An- 
other sharp jolt rocked Los 
Angeles early today, but was 
not even felt here. 


Yesterday's 
temblor was the 


second big one in 32 days to hit 
Bakersfield. The 10-second quake 
cascaded masonry and glass into 
the streets. Some highways buck- 
led. Walls fell, roofs collapsed and 
parapets crumbled. 


Damage In Millions 


Dust clouds boiled up, blotting 


out the sun. Damage is expected 
to run into the millions of dollars. 


On the other hand, today's shock 


in Los Angeles, 125 miles south 
of here apparently caused no dam- 
age, although it was strong enough 
to awaken hundreds of residents. 
The shock slarled at 12:10 a. m. 
(CST).' 


While Bakersfield's business dis- 


tricts were heavily damaged yes- 
terday, residential sections, for the 
most part, escaped unscathed.

that meant Eisenhower will give 
only nominal backing of McCarthy 
if the Wisconsin senator is renomi- 
naled. 


Xewsmen Auk Question* 


The anti-Communist crusader's 


name came up in a news confer- 
ence late yeslerday afler Eisen- 
hower's attention was called to a 
statement by his vice presidential 
running mate, Sen. Richard M. 
Nixon of California. Nixon told a 
Washington reporter he and Eisen- 
hower will support McCarthy,

endorsing his views and methods. 


Eisenhower took on the look of 


an angry man when reporters,

U. S. Airmen Show Clear

SEOUL, Korea-(AP)—The U. S. Fifth air force jubilantly an- 


nounced today that in the first 22 days of August, U. N. Sabre jet pilots 
shot down 26 Russian-built jets in aerial batlles over I.'orlh Korea in 


which only one Allied plane was downed. 


An Air Force spokesman said 


the record "represents what Is 
probably the most clean-cut victory 
of the Korean War. . . The near- 
est thing I find to it is for the 
entire month of last June, when 
22 MIGn were allot down and only 
one Sabre Jet was shot down." 


Without Loss 


The new total followed today's 


report that Sabre pilots shot down 
three MIGs the past week without 
losing a single plane. Six Commu- 
nist jels were damaged, making a 
tolal of 29 MIGst crippled during 
Augusl. 


The Air Force said, however, 


Iwo Sabres and four other U. N. 
planes failed to return from mis- 
sions the past week. Two propel-

Tax Bureau 
Admits It's 
A Failure 
Illinois Ranks

WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


The Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue says the law congress 
wrote last year to make gam- 
blers pay taxes—a move de- 
signed both to put them out 
of business and to raise reve- 
nue—is just not working. 


Not much money has been col- 


lected in taxes, and gambling is. 
still widespread, it said this week 
m a monthly activity report re- 
viewing what has happened be- 
tween the time the law went into 
effect last November up to th« 
end of fiscal year 1952 on June 30. 


The law provided that certain 


gamblers must register as such 
and vbuy a $50 occupation stamp 
each year, and then pay a tax 
amounting to 10 per cent of their 
total take. 


Fall to Produce 


The bureau said in Us report of 


the eight-month period: 


"When reviewed in the light of 


expectations of the legislators, th« 
wagering tax provisions have failed 
to produce the-desired results . . . 
It appears that the tax yield in a 
full year of operations will ba 
about eight million dollars, or 2 per 
cent of the original estimate of 
400 million*. 
As a 
regulatory 


measure, the provision may prove 
equally non-effective." 


The report snfd there had been a 


'.'marked decline in large bookmak- 
ing operations, but considerable 
activity exists in the field of lot- 
tery, such as policy, numbers, 
baseball pools, etc.. which Is go- 
ing Untaxcd . . . In the absence 
of funds to investigate it is dif- 
ficult to keep pace with viola- 
tions . . . " 


Cite Decision 


The report also snld a decision 


by the Pennsylvania Districl Court 
that the gambling tax law is un- 
constiiutional has hampered prose- 
cution, as rases are being held up 
pending a Supreme Court decision. 


Stalisllcs published with Ihc re- 


port show that the state of Wash- 
ington has more gamblers than 
any other state, or more honest 
ones, because it led in registra- 
tions. Louisiana led in payments 
of the tax on betting.

Congressional hearings In- 
dicated Cox was made the whip- 
ping boy for the loss of the Chesa- 
peake. The bill passed, restoring 
Cox's rank, and the President or- 
dered the official record straight- 
ened out.

Plywood paneling has much to 


tecommend its use to cover hope- 
lessly cracked walls or merely for 
Ihe modernistic effect. 


•.. First, meuMire the surface to 


be covered and give the dimen- 
sions to your lumberman. He 
tthould be able to estimate the 
number of shoots, kind and thick- 
ness of plywood muled to fill the 
bill for you. 


**' Obtain from him a number of 


"furring strips," measuring about 
three-quarter inch by two inches, 
which you apply to the walls hori- 
zontally and about 12 inches apart. 
Remove baseboards and moldings 
from the walls first and put double 
furring strips at the bottom, where 
the baseboard will be nailed after 
plywood is installed.

tn Measure the distance from floor 


to ceiling where each separate 
plywood sheet will be mounted and 
cut them accordingly, to run full 
length from floor to ceiling.

Cooke had to make up his mind in 
20 minutes whether to be operated 
on two days later, or wait another 
week. As he hesitated, the special- 
ist said: 
vi -V'When your garage is on fire, 
. put it out before it burns up your 
car." 


"Operate," said Cooke. The next 


day he was in the hospital, and 
the day after that he was operated 


. on. He spent more than four hours 
-under the knife, required three 
blood transfusions, but 12 days 
later he left the hospital. 


Today Editor Cooke has a happy 


•ending story for his readers. The 
'Ititches are out of his jaw, he feels 
•the surgeon is as optimistic over 
the results of the operation as he 
is, and he is on his way home.

"I feel as if I had been through 


a tremendous nightmare," Cooke 
said. "The hospital code word for 
my type of operation is •comman- 
do.' and I can truthfully say that 
after going through it you feel like 
you've been on a commando raid. 
But now I fel like I've got a life 
expectancy of 80." 


Cooke is grateful for many news- 


paper editorials and letters from 
his readers praising him for the 
forthright article he wrote about 
his own cancer case. 


"It was fine of you to boldly 


and frankly tell of your illness and 
warn others of the need for vigil- 
ance," wrote a Florida judge.

The problem of paint peeling 


from the .siding on houses because 
of moisluie in tlie walls is becom- 
ing so widespread 
that plastic 


vents have been developed to be 
inserted into each .space between 
studs to allow walls to "breathe." 


These vents arc tapped with a 


wooden mallet into a4-mch holes 
bored 
through

They 
have 
louvercd 


openings and arc comparatively 
inconspicuous when painted. Be- 
ing plastic, they are rustproof 
and non-corrosive. 


Walking across a room in the 


dark to giope for an electric light 
switch has become as old fashion- 
ed as lighting a match to find the 
gas mantle. 


A new device, easily adaptable 


in modernizing a house, permits 
switches to be installed where you 
enter a room and where you leave 
it, without involving expensive re- 
wiring. 


This is a relay, about as big as 


a cigar stub, which fits into the 
knock-out box in the wall behind 
all light fixtures and outlets. Ordi- 
nary small doorbell wires, carry- 
ing such a weak current they can't 
shock a child, inn from these re- 
lays to as many switches as you 
want. 


A small transformer, similar to 


that used for a doorbell, cuts down 
the current for the harmless wires 
at the switches. This current trips 
the relay, which turns on the full 
power at the light or outlet. 


This complete set-up is called 


i emote control wiring. Installation 
is relatively simple. Kxisting wir- 
ing at switches can still be used 
and additional switches can be in- 
stalled at any place. The new bell 
coid wires can be easily snnked 
through partitions, or being in- 


conspicuous, they can be strung 
along moldings and around door- 
ways with no fire hazaid involved. 


The system makes it possible to 


have master switches to tuin out 
all lights in a house from a bed- 
side. And you can turn on the 
bieakfast 
coffee 
maker in the 


kitchen fiom your bedside and turn 
it off when you get to the kitchen. 


Any number of variations are 


economically possible because of 
the comparative low cost of bell 
wire.

Truman No Longer a Spectacle In Home State; Likes It That Way 


Mrs. G.G. B. asks whether there 


is such a thing as parakeet fever. 
She says she has heard that if 
one handles a parakeet too much, 
one will get this fever. 


The condition about which Mrs. 


B. inquires is usually known as 
psittacosis, or parrot fever. It is a 
disease caused by a virus, (which 
is a small living thing too small 
to see under the microscope) and 
can be caught only from certain 
kinds of birds. 


In other words, a person will not 


calch the disease from handling a 
healthy parakeet, but only from 
one which is infected. • 


This disease involves birds such 


as parrots primarily, but it can be 
spread to human 
beings. 
When 


human beings become 
infected, 


the symptoms usually consist of a 
high fever and changes 
in 
the 


lungs similar to those of pneumo- 
nia. 


In 1932, 76 cases, of psittacosis 


were reported in the United States 
and seven people died from the 
disease. 
During 1933, only 15 


cases and four deaths were re- 
ported.1 The rapid improvement 
came from a 
quarantine which 


was imposed by the federal gov- 
ernment on the shipping of parrots 
and similar 
states.

Since that time our public health 


services have been engaged in a 
continuous 
battle 
to eliminate 


Infected birds have been destroy- 
ed and their Importation has been 
prohibited. 


There is far less likelihood of 


contracting psittacosis now .that 
the number of infected birds has 
been so strictly controlled. Those 
who work with trie virus in the 
laboratory, however, are likely to 
become infected 
and 
occasional 


infected birds are still found. 


Psittacosis in human beings is 


something like virus or atypical 
pneumonia. Fortunately th<>re are 
laboratory tests available 
which 


can be used to make the diagnosis 
definite. 
KEEP PETS HEALTHY 


So far as treatment is concern- 


ed, either serum taken from a vic- 
tim of the disease who is conval- 
escing or a goat serum which has 
been produced, seems to shorten 
the course of human psittacosis. 
Probably more Important are the 
antibiotic relatives 
of penicillin, 


from several of which good results 
in treatment have been reported. 


If psittacosis had not been 
At- 


tacked promptly by preventive 
measures and if the 
custom of 


keeping love birds, parrots or par- 
akcts in the home were 
more 


common than it is, the problem 
would have been much worse. Ev-

Legion Recognizes Navy 


Lewis Ketcham Gough (pronounced to rhyme with 


"doff") now slated to become next commander of the 
American Legion at its New York convention, was 
picked largely in response to pressure to give the Navy 
and the west coast recognition. 


Gough comes from Pasadena, Calif., and was elected 


in charge of the armed service budget. 


Congress passed a $46 billion defense appropriation 


bill instead of the S50 billion asked for. But all" of the 
$4 billion cut won't have to be made up this year. 


The number of people in the armed services, 3.700.000, 


will remain the same. .Congress ordered a pay increase 
of 4 per cent, plus an increase in allowances of 14 per 
cent. This will cost about S469 million. But Congress or- 
dered the services to find the money by reducing other 
expenses. This can be done, says McNeil. 


Congress also ordered increased pay for combat serv- 


ice retroactively. This will cost S58 million for 1950, S79 
million for 1951 and the same amount for 1952. Total, 
$236 million. Congress will be asked to provide the money 
for that. 


Also, about $300 million Or $400 million will be asked 


for to cover the costs of the G. I. Bill of Rights, now ap- 
plicable to Korea veterans. But this total of around $600 
million is the only deficiency in sight now. If the war 
gets tougher any place, the story will of course be dif- 
ferent. 


Incidentally, Secretary McNeil now says that the 


maximum estimate on the cost of the Korean war is 
about $5 billion a year. That would leave $41 billion of 
this year's military budget for other defense costs.

Jacoby on Canasta 


Get Luck on Your Side and Win 


BY OSWALD .JACOBY 


"Please answer a question on 


the play of a-recent hand,""re- 
quests an Evansville correspond- 
ent. "The game is regular four- 
handed Canasta, 
family against 


family. No money is involved, but 
we struggle very hard for glory. 


"Both sides need 90 points for 


the initial meld, and the pack is 
born frozen'. Nobody melds or 
makes any suspicious move until 
there are nearly -20 cards in the 
discard pile. Then one 
of 
our 


neighbors melds from his hand as 
follows: J-J-J-2 and K-K12. He 
then makes a safe discard. 


"It is now up to my darling 


husband, that idiot. He 
draws 


from the stock pile and now holds: 
Joker, ..A. K-K, Q-Q, J-J. 10-10-10, 
7. All of the discards have been 
fours, fives, sixes, black threes, 
and a sprinkling of eights and 
nines. 


"It is therefore up to my hus- 


band to match one of the melds 
or to break new ground. What 
should he do?" 


'A nasty question, if I ever saw 


one. The husband should knock 
wood first to get Lady Luck on 
his side. In a situation of this 
kind It's • more important to be 
lucky than clever. 


In this kind of situation you 


must decide whether you're going 
to live from card to card or wheth- 
er you're going to strike a blow 
for freedom. It's largely a mat- 
ter of temperament. 


If you want to live from card 


to card, you must throw a jack. 
There are five jacks in sight, and 
you are safe unless the next player 
has two of the last three jacks 
la th* deck. You wiU probably be 


able to make two safe discards, 
and then you may have a better 
idea of what to "do next. 


There is nothing sure-fire about 


discarding a jack. Your opponent 
may have a pair of them. Even 
if he doesn't, he may give you no 
clue: and you will have your head 
ache two plays later instead of 
immediately. 


If you feel adventurous, you 


might discard a ten immediately 
instead of starting on the jacks 
This gives the next player 
chance to add his kings and jacks 
to the meld. The melder is down 
to only four cards, so the partner 
is practically forced to help the 
melds in the hope of going ou 
quickly. 


It will be far safer for you to 


discard kings and jacks if you wai 
for one round than to make those 
discards immediately. 


However, this likewise is far 


from sure-fire. The ten may b 
picked right up, and then you wil 
be in the soup. This much is sure 
however: The best discard is eithe 
a jack or a ten, with a Jack being 
slightly more conservative.

GOP presidential nominee Dwight 


D. Eisenhower has said he would 
favor legislation by Congress re- 
storing full control of the tide- 
lands oil deposits to the states. 
. The Supreme Court has ruled 
that the federal government holds 
"paramount Interest" in the off- 
shore deposits. 


But the states rights proponents 


have continued to fight against the 
decision—seeking undisputed state 
control through legislation. Such 
legislation has been passed by 
Congress twice, and twice it has 
been vetoed by President Truman 


Stevenson has not yet taken a 


clear and unqualified stand on the 
tidelands question. 
He has said 


that he does not favor any private 
interests gaining control of such 
federal properties as grazing lands, 
national forests, and the like. 
. But he also has said that he 
wants to know more about the tide- 
lands question — and for that rea 
son would like to discuss the mat- 
ter with Shivers.
